SPAIN. 


NEW LIGHT ON THEIR 
EXPULSION.

\ However juatifinble or unjustl- 
finbc the expulsion of the Jesuits 
from Spain and the confiscation 
of their properties may be from a 
politienl point of view, there can 
be no doubt that the manner in 
which the present Government 
has acted in issulng suddenly a 
decree, almost brotal in its 
neverity, at a moment of national 
eriata when the forees of anarehy 
and revolution are extraordinarily 
active and evident, has moved pro- 
foundly the religious sense and 
the sense of justice of the Spanish 


sos nation. 


SOME DISARMAMENT 
DIFFICULTIES. 


“Whilst eynies may say there is 
ho progress being made with dis- 
armament, the Conference sitting 
in Geneva is attempting to achieve 
something by the appointment of 
sub-committees charged with in- 
vestigation of land, sea and air 
armaments, war budgets, and poli- 
tical questions. It is carrying on 
its discussions within the frame- 
work of the draft Disarmament 
Convention, full liberty being re- 
served to.all the delegations to de- 
velop their own proposals. Those 
who feel that differences over the 
methods of limiting armaments in- 
dicate that Governments have no 
real wish to disarm, may possibly 
be overlooking: vital facts, Sin- 
cere and intelligent statesmen are 
Inbouring exrnestly to achieve some 
measure of disarmament. With 
them the whole «question is nol 
“Shall wee disarm?" but “Tow 
shill we divarm?” So far they see 
mere limitation as the only prac- 
ticable step. | 


A glance oat the problems 
now being thrashed out at 
Geneva discloses the difficulties 
of attaining even that minimum 
sroal, For instance, in measuring 
land armaments, shall we count 
men or ,machines, material or 
money? Britain seems to favour 
budgetary limitation, ‘That means 
that each nation’s forces would 
be_judged by the amount it spent 
on them. Japan and the. United 
States opposed this‘ plan eighteen 
months ago. They favoured judg- 
ing by the actual number of men 
nnd guns. They pointed out that 
some @ountries have conscript 
armies, which cost very little. And 
the American delegate declared, 
“It is far casier to conceal the 
applicution of a dollar than it is 
the existence of a rife.” On the 
other hand, representatives of 
other nations have argued that 
one man may be far better trained, 
one gun far more efficient, than 
another, so that-a mere cnumern- 
tion of men and materiala without 
regnurd to what has been spent 
gives no true idea of strength. It 
sould be a mere measurement of 
quantity, entirely {ynoring varia- 
tions in quality.. There, briefly, ts 
one dilemma. As one way out of 
it, the proposal has been made 
that the budgetary yardstick 
should be applied by each nation 
ns against its own previous oxpen- 
ditures, not in comparison with 
the approprintions of any other 


country. Even this plan would. 


depend somewhat, for fairness 
upon when it was applied, and 
whether ono nation had already 
pullt up its forces while another 


It would appear that an extreme 
and revolutionary Government of

“Contradictory Action.” 

Jt would seem, from a purely 
politica point of view, und setting 
neide entirely the religious aspect, 
that the Government have commit- 
ted a most contradictory action, 
for they have destroyed one of the 
most anti-revolutionary elements 
in the country at a moment when 
they are themselves fighting 
revolution, “und have definitely 
host'lised that very large body of 
the population of Spain who are 
professing Christians. 

At another moment and in a 
tranquil Spain it would be a logical 
and an experted action for a Gov- 
ernment holding the tenets und 
doctrine of the present one to 
expel the Jesuits and to confiscate 
their goods; for, notwithstanding 
the hopes and iHlusion held in some 
ultra-Protestant ci. cles abe 
road, + the spirit of the present 
Government appears: definitely as 
one of persecution, and not of free- 
dom of religion. 

The Jesuits, or to-call them by 
their own name, the Company of 
Jesus; have passtd through many 
yisissitudes varying from the 
height of politienl! influence and 
power Lo persecution, sinee the time 
of thelr foundation by papal bull 
in 1540, when Ignatius de Loyola 
Jnid down the rules and organisa- 
tion of the order. 

General Expulsion. 

In the course of thelr history 
they have at some period or other 
been expelled [rom almost every 
country where they have been es- 
tablished, when their power had 
appeared to exercise too grent an 
influence on the temporal politics 
of-that country or their wenlth -ex- 
cited the cupidity of their oppon- 


nents. ee 

Their history in Spain has shown 
the same fentures ns in other coun- 
tries, and in the year 1767, in the 
reign of Carlos JIL; the houses of 
the order were unexpectedly sur- 
rquided by troops and their in- 
mates deported, while a decree was 
promulgated by the. King suppres- 
sing the order completely in Spain 
and all her possessions. : 

This was followed in 1773 by the 
dissolution of the Society by Pape 
Clement XIV.- Throughout the 
period of the French © Revolution 
the society censed to. exist as a 
recoguised religious order until a 
bull of Popo Fius VII. restored it 
to its functions. . : . 

Since then its history of growth 
of power and subsequent expulsion 
has continued to repeat itaclf in

The New Technique.

CONFISCATION OF LAUNCH

the Kowloon Magistracy on Satuniay 
morning to apply for reaciasion of the 
confincntion order.

It will be recalled that the defend-

THE JESUITS IN 
SPAIN. 


NEW LIGHT ON THEIR 
EXPULSION. 6 


By ARTHUR F, LOVEDAY. 


However justifiable or unjusti- 
finlle the expulsion of the Jesuits 
from Spain and the confiscation 
of their properties may be from a 
politfeal point of view, there can 
be noe doubt Chat the manner in 
which the present Government 
has acted in dssuing suddenly a 
decrecs almost brutal dn ite 
noverity. ata moment of national 
crisis when the forces of anarchy 
and revolution are extraordinarily 
active and evident, has moved pro- 
foundly the religious sense and 
the sense of justice of the Snanish 
nation, 

It would appear that an extreme 
and revolutionary Government of 
strong Socialistic or Marxian ten- 
dencios, has found itself freed 
with the necessity of taking far 
more repressive measures against 
the agents of anarchy and revolu- 
tlon, many of them their former 
friends, than were dregined of in 
the wild days of the dhetatorahip, 

So, in order to appear what is 
called “impartial” and to sugar the 
il! of repression for their fol- 
owers of the extreme left, they 
have hastily hit the Jesuits, as re- 
presentatives of the extreme right, 
& knock-out blow on the head, 


“Contradictory Action.” 

It would scum, from a purely 
political point of view, and settings 
aside entirely the religious aspect, 
that the Government have commit- 
ted a most contradictory action, 
for they have destroyed one of the 
most anti-revolutionary — clements 
in the country at a moment when 
they are themselves fighting: 
revolution, and have definitely 
hostilised that very large body of 
the population of Spain who are 
professing Christians, 

At another moment and in a 
tranquil Spaih it would be a logical 
and an expected action for a Gov- 
ernment holding the tenets and 
doctrine -of the  prasent one to 
expel the Jesuits and to confiscate 
their goods; for, notwithstanding 
the hopes ‘and jusion held in same 
ultra-Protestiatit ci. cles wb: 
road, the spirit) of the present 
Government appears definitely as 
one of persecution, and not of free 
dom of religion. 

The Jesuits, or to call them by 
their own name, the Company of 
Jesus, hive passed through many 
visissitudes - varying from the 
height ‘oF political influence and 
power to persecution, since the time 
of their foundation by papal bull 
in 1640, when Ienatias de Loyola 
laid down the rules and organisa. 
tign. of the order, 

General Expulsion. 

In the course of thelr history 
they have at some period or other 
been expelled from almost crery 
country Where they have been es- 
tablished, when their power had 
appeared to cxereise too great an 
influence on the temporal politics 
of that country or their wealth ex- 
cited the cupidity of thelr oppon- 
nents. . : 

Their history {n Spain has shown 
the sume fentures ay in other coun- 
tries. and in the year 1767, in the 
relyn of Carlos H1., the houses of 
the order were unexpeetedly sur- 
rounded by troops and their in- 
mates deported, while a decree was 
promulgated by the King suppres- 
ding the order completely in Spain 
and all her possessions, ’ 

This was followed In 1773 by the 
dissolution of the Society by Pope 
Clement XIV,. Throughout the 
period of the French Revolution 
the. society ceased to exist as a 
recognised religious -order until a° 
bull of Popo Pius. VII, restored it 
to ila functions. 

Since then its history of growth 
of power and‘anbsequent expulstan 
has continued to repent itaclf in 
many countries and ultimately in 
Spain by tho recent Governmont

Coming at a time when every 
form of propaganda {s being em- 
ployed to exploit British filma In 
fields hitherto held almost ex- 
clusively by the American produc- 
tions, the pronouncement by Mr. 
Tom Walls, the famous Engjish 
actor-director that he does not re- 
xurd any attempt to improve an 
successful stage plays in the way 
of photography and other forms of 


stechnique, as necessary to the talk- 


ing screen, will be received with 
mixed feclinga by those who aro 
sympathetically interested In the 
struggle of the Rritish film indua- 
try to compete with Its American 
contemporaries. 


We are told that this attitude of 
the dirertor oof the — famous 
Aldawych Players’ comedica has 
caused something like a riot in the 
film industry, but It is hardly to 
be expected thal all the reaction will 
be confined to the speciatiata.
